2007 was eventful, to say the least. Early in the year the Board voted to 
pursue separating the Wood House from the museum, while at the same time 
placing the museum under the city of Eagle Point. They felt it was the best and 
most certain way of preserving the history contained in the museum. Early in the 
year, we began working toward that end with the help of attorney Bill Mansfield. 

A new-corporation, called the Wood House Preservation Group was 
formed late in the year and they are currently in the process of obtaining the nec- 
essary 501 (c) (3) status to be able to accept the transfer of those assets. Accord- 
ing to the last report I’ve received, that may take three months or so before it can 
be accomplished. Until that is done the transfer of the balance of the assets to the 
city of Eagle Point will not happen. 

Throughout the year, there have been many people who have worked tire- 
lessly to maintain the museum and to make certain that it is open for as many 
hours as possible. I wish to thank them for their contributions on behalf the His- 
torical Society. As usual, Helen Wolgamott has been very active keeping the 
ground looking beautiful, and also volunteering as docent. Helen also serves on 
the board and is vice president of the organization and has coordinated with the 
Butte Creek Mill during the Vintage Faire days held during the summer. Sally 
Corriveau has been in the role of volunteer coordinator since Virginia Cutler 
passed away, and has done an exemplary job. 

Dennis Godfrey is the newest Board member to accept the position, now 
the sixth member of the seven seats on the Board. He serves alongside Wolga- 
mott, Suzi Collins, Maggie Webster, Bill Bradshaw and myself.
